1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a support structure including, inter 
alia, an annular ring configured to overlie at least one arrangement of staples of a staple 
cartridge assembly, where the ring includes an interior sealed reservoir defined by an 
outer annular wall, an inner annular wall, an upper wall, and a lower wall, and a wound 
closure material retained in the reservoir, where the sealed reservoir is configured to 
dispense the wound closure material upon penetration by the staples during use, or 
where at least one removable support spoke is integrally connected to and extends 
diametrically across the inner annular wall.
